WHAT IS COUNCIL DOING? 
There is no longer any room for doubt | 
that the people of nton are actively 
concerned in having the projected improve- 
ment made in the surroundings of the Mac- 
donald hotel. That has been made clear 
beyond question. Their interest in the 
matter is not casual, but ported ag- 
gressive. Unless public oj;‘nion the 
city is to be directly flouted, this improve- 
ment will have to be brought about. 

Capital expenditures in connection 
with the National Railways have to be 
justified in parliament and before the peo- 
ple of Canada as owners of that enter- 
prise; and no community has any right to 
ask for an expenditure on that account 
which cannot be fairly defended in parlia- 
ment and before the taxpayers. On that 
score there need be no misgivings in the 
minds of either the directors of the Na- 
tional Railways or the Dominion Govern- 
ment. 

Edmonton is asking for no outlay that ° 
would not be in the interests: of the rail- 
way system. It is only asking that steps 
be taken now which should have been tak- 
en before the hotel was built, and that the 
a lack of foresight then displayed 
sh 


be remedied while this can be done 
at a minimum of expense. And, it may be 
added, that mistake will some day have to 
be corrected. | 
Apparently the city council came to | 
the conclusion that the visit of Mr. War- 
ren stalled this undertaking indefinitely, 
when it resulied in the impossible proposi- 
tion that the city should stand the expense 
—or the bulk of it—of securing the nec- 
essary property. Instead of accepting 
that proposal as final, council should have 
challenged it. 
Why should Edmonton be faced with | 
any such demand? Vancouver was not | 
| 


asked to supply a free site for the six mil- 
lion dollar hotel that is being built there 
by the National Railways, nor to under- 
take a dollar of expense in connection with 
the enterprise. The city of Montreal is 
not being asked to supply part of the fifty 
million dollars which are being spent there 
to improve the National terminal facilities. 

The wisdom of these large undertak- 
ings in Vancouver and Montreal are not 
being questioned, and are not to be ques- 
tioned. But a stronger case can be made 
out for the purchase by the National Rail- 
ways of the preperty fronti the Mac- 
donald hotel than for the erection of a six 
million dollar hotel in Vancouver or the 
expenditure of fifty millions on new ter- 
minals in Montreal. 

It is the business of the city council to 
present that case, to do it now, and to do 
it forcefully. With parliament in the clos- 
ing days of the session, the wires should 
be kept hot with demands that a sum be 
included in the supplementary estimates 
to cover at least the initial costs of the un- 
dertaking. 


TAKE THE MONEY 


Mr. Kennedy, member for Peace River, | 
has an uneasy feeling that the members of 
parliament are not earning their sessional 
indemnity this year, because the session 
is likely to last for only three months. He 
need not let such scruples worry him. The 
public do not estimate the worth of a ses- 
sion by the number of days the members | 
spend talking, but by the business they | 
transact and the way they handle it.

GOOD FOOD COMBINATIONS 

Those who have strong digestive organs are inclined to ridicule the idea 
of good food combinations because they sometimes eat meals of inharmonious 
conglomerations and apparently suffer no immediste ill effects. Even doc- 
tors sometimes fall into this error by trying food combinations upon them- 
selves. I was, myself, gifted with a strong digestive ap- 
paratus and I did not realize the importance of food 
combinations until I beggn prescribing to sick, run- 
down patients. 

Those who are afflicted with weak digestive organs 
or who suffer from certain dis@ases, such as eczema, 
asthma, or rheumatism, for example, must learn to be 
especially careful with their food combinations if they 
hope to become permanently well. Sometimes sick in- 
dividuals are so sensitive that the least mistake in com- 
bining their food produces almost immediate and severe 
discomfort. It was from watching this type of patient | :
